Burrows wrote, and its soil produces 
two'crops a year, particularly pota- 
toes. .

Chile's principal exports are grapes, 


•r^lslns, peaches and melons—its Hon- 
eydew melon being the fastest grow- 
ing export. The country exported 18,- 
000' crates in 192G; 32,000 in 1927; 44.00J 
in 1928; 70,000 in 1929; and 105,000 in 
1930. 


Iron and copper mining arc the prin- 


.cipal industries.

est country in the world. 2,600 miles. 
It is only 90 miles wide on the aver- 
age, ranging from 
125 miles at the 


northern end to a very few miles at 
the- southern tip. The 
country is 


bounded against Bolivia and Argen- 
tina on the east by the primary ridge 
of the Andes mountains. The entire 
country is mountainous. 


The ncrth end lies in the Torrid 


Zone, is one of the most absolute 
deserts in the world, and the heart of 
internationally famous nitrate fields, 
whose product is the nation's greatest 
industrial export. 


Nitrates, Chief Industry 


The government places a tax of 10.60

1541, and all Chile was ruled by Spain 
until 1818, when the country became 
a republic following Napoleon's de- 
struction of Spain and the collapse of 
that country's colonial dominion.

an admixture of Spanish 
and native 


Indian.

reau Federation. The directors of that 
organization, meeting today in Crica- 
go, accepted his resignation and elect- 
ed Edward O'Neal 
of Montgomery, 


Ala. to finish his unexpired term. 
! For the last six years Thompson has 
been one of the most active advocates 
cf national farm legislation. He sup- 
ported the old McNary-Hau.gen aquali- 
zation fee bill. In the 1928 campaign 
he urged election of President Hoo- 
ver. 


Born in Illinois 


Thompson was born in Adams coun- 


ty, Illinois, in 1863. . There .he. first 
became identified with, agriculture and 
engaged in livestock raising and grain

stock and Meat Board.

of 1031. It deals with Act No'. 14. 


The Military department's program 


for 
armories 
will 
be 
completed 


through issuance of $400,000 in bonds 
for the purpose, authorized by Act No. 
14. The bonds will be retired out of 
the 550,000 appropriation 
from 
the1 


franchise tax, -which was given to 
the military department several years 
ago for armory construction purposes. 


Act No. 15 which was introduced 


as Senate bill No. 74 by Senator Ward 
sets up the'State Military Note board, 
composed of the governor, adjutant 
general, arid three other persons to be 


appointed by the governor of which 
two shall b'e officers of some national 
guard unit. 


The preamble to the enacting clause 


of the measure^ stated that much stores 
and supplies would 
dcteriate unless 


sufficient armories were constructed 
to house them propertly. It would not 
be done soon with the regular $50,000 
appropriation from the franchise tax, 
the preamble recited, and since it 
would impose no greater tax, or in 
any way impair the .efficiency of any 
part of the military department, the 
issuance of bonds for immediate, com- 
pletion of the construction program 
was deemed to be a reason for pledg- 
ing the . future franchise tax appro- 
priation.
